Diphtheria Spread 
Through Raw Ilk 


- (By H.-A. Harding, Ph.D.) 


Formerly Prof, of Dairy Bacteriology, University of Illinois 


Milk is perhaps the most important food sub- 


stance on the local market both because of the large 
amount consumed and because of the important re- 
lation which it,sustains to the health and develop- 
ment of both children and adults. .Accordingly, one 
should -be - ejctremely careful not so say a word 


I' which should bring the good name of milk unjustly 


under'suspicion. 


«, 


At the same time the presence of an epidemic in 


the city should make every one careful regarding 
every avenue through which the epidemic may be 
further spread. 


In 1908 the United States Public Health Service 


published Bulletin 41 on Milk and its Relation to 
the Public Health and in this publication it dis- 
cusses the observed facts regarding the relation of 
raw milk to the spread of diphtheria. 


When the germ of diphtheria finds its way into the 


raw milk it ^multiplies rapidly because milk is just 
as good a food for growing the diphtheria bacillus 
as it is^ for the growing of babies. When these 
germs are alive in the milk the use of this raw milk 
by children or adults is quite apt to result in casesj 
of diphtheria. 


The above mentioned government report states 


that "Diptheria epidemics apparently due to milk 
began to be reported in 1877 and 1878 in England. 
The Klebs-Loeffler baccilus (the cause of diphth- 
eria) has been isolated from (raw) market milk by 
Bowhill, Eyre, Klein, and Dean and Todd. 
Of the 


23 diphtheria epidemics reported as spread by milk, 
and compiled since 1895, 15 occurred in the United' 
Stales and 8 in Great Britain; cases of the disease 
occurring at the producing farm, distributing dairy 
or milk shop at such a time as to have been the'pos- 
siblc cause of the outbreak in 18 cases; the dis- 
eased person milked the cow in 4; the same person 
^nursed the sick and handled the milk in 1; the out- 
break was su*pposfd to be due to disease ofThe cow 
in 2; all cases of the disease were reported as ITv- 
ing in houshold supplies with the suspected milk 
in 15 instances; measures taken upon the presump- 
tion that milk was the carrier of infection were 
reported as followed by subsidence of the outbreak 
in 5 cases; the Klebs-Loeffler bacillus was isolated 
from the suspected'milk in 2 of the epidemics." 


While the epidemics of diphtheria are much less 


frequently spread through milk than in the case of 
typhoid a number have been observed since the 
publication above quoted. Morcver there have 
been a number of epidemics of septic sore throat 
likewise-traced to infected raw milk supplies. 


*~ 


While altogether too many epidemics of typhoid 


fever, diphtheria and septic sore throat have been 
spread by the use of raw milk it is very interesting 
to observe that not a single, instance is on record 
v\ here a properly pasteurized milk supply has been 
found responsible for such an epidemic. The reason 
is quite easy to understand. The pasteurization of 
milk is required at a temperature of at least 142 F. 
for thirty minutes. At the same time th'e most**" 
careful tests have shown that heating milk to a 
temperature of 140 F. for fifteen minutes will make" 
the milk safe. Accordingly, properly pasteurized 
milk is not only heated sufficiently.^© make the milk 
safe but it is heated for twice as long and at a dis- 
tinctly higher temperature than would be required 
to make such milk safe. This gives a very satisfac- 
tory health insurance or margin of safety. Accord- 
ingly, it is common practice on the part of the 
Health Departments, in the presence of an epi- 
demic of this kind, to require that all of the local 
milk supply be made safe through proper pasteuri- 
zation. 


RavV meat and raw milk arc both excellent food 


substances,* but neither can be safely consumed in 
the raw condition. Both require the application of 
heat to make them safe'. In the case of meat we 
call this treatment cookjng, and in the case of the 
milk we call it pasteurization. 


Not only in-the face 6f an epidemic but at all 


times it is better to be safe than to be sorry. To 
be safe use -only properly pasteurized milk.

$173,000 MOKE NEEDED 


The junior high schools will have 


a capacity 
of 600 students. 
That 


means that the auditoriums, or com- 


bined auditoriums, and gymnasiums, 
must be large enough to seat £00 per- 
sons. 
It has been 
estimated 
that 


about $175,000, in 
addition 
to the 


$425,000 bond issue authorized by the 
council will be necessary to include 
combination gymnasiums 
and audi- 


toriums in each of the junior schools. 
This would make the total bond issue 
$600,000. 


It has been 
suggested 
that the 


board of education proceed with the 
erection of the junior schools with 
the $425.000 at its disposal and that 
it make provisions for building audi- 
toriums and gymnasiums at a later 
period. In this connection it might 
be well to state that in not 
more 


than five years an enlargement of 
the present Appleton high school will 
bo necessary. 
That means another 


large appropriation 
for school pur- 


poses. 


ENROLLMENT GROWING 


The reason for this anticipated en- 


largement of the high school can eas- 
ily be made plain. The high school 
now has an enrolment of 1,040 which 
is probably the limit although some 
provision must be made next year to 
take care of probably 1,200. It is very 
evident, however, that adequate in- 
struction can hardly be given 1,200 
students in a building that was de- 
signed for less than 600, The junior 
high school will take away only the 
freshman class of the high school. 
There are now 350 persons in that 
class so it is probable that when the 
junior schools are completed that not 
more than 400 students will be taken 
out of the high 
school, leaving ap- 


proximately 800 in the building. 
It 


is reasonable to presume that high 
school attendance 
will increase at 


the same ratio in the next five years 


as it increased In the last flve years.

ALUM 


A weak solution of alum in alcohol, water or 


toilet water, say as much powdered alum as you 
can take up on a dime to two ounces, makes an 
excellent application for excessive sweating of the 
bands, feet or armpits, sponged or brushed over 
the affected skin and allowed to dry on. 


- Some persons subject to canker sores in the 


mouth prefer touching each sore daily with a bit 
of alum, although I think it is better to touch each 
sore daily with a mixture of equal parts of tinc- 
ture of iodine and glycerin. 


Bathing the feet with a water solution of alum 


of the strength suggested for sweati ng is often a 
relief in chilblain. 


Powdered alum may be kept dusted in the groove 


between nail edge and skin in so called "ingrowing" 
nail. The nail isn't growing in but the soft tissue 
has been pushed against the nail edge by narrow 
ill fitted shoes, so that inflammation of the soft tis- 
sues has occurred. 
When this inflammation pro- 


gresses to the degree of granulation ("proud flesh") 
in the groove, the granulation tissue must be dis- 
couraged or shrivelled or removed, for skin will 
never grow up hill. Alum restrains it as well as any 
other application, and if the pressure by improper 
footwear is avoided the trouble will often disap- 
pear. 


A solution of half an ounce of alum in a pint | 


of water sweetened with honey or glycerin or both I 
makes a good gargle for low grade chronic sore I 
throat. Speakers and gingers troubled with a huski-1 
ness of the voice have praised the following gargle: 


Potassium chlorate 
2 drams 


Boiling water .. .f. 
4 oz. 


Powdered alum 
1 drarrt 


Stronger rose water 2 oz.. and 5 drams 
Glycerin. Syrup, of each 
^ oz 


Fluid extract of red gum 
3 drams 


The potassium chlorate should be dissolved in 


the boiling water and set aside to cool. The alum 
should be dissolved in the rose -water, then the 
other ingredients added in order. Thjg may then 
be mixed with the part set aside. The. result should 
be a clear ruby liquid of agreeable' odor and taste. 
The official name for red gum is Eucalyptus ros- 
trata. If that cannot be had, two drams of fluid 
extract of Kino may be substituted for the three 
drams of red gum.

Autos Increase Value Of 


Land; Still Car Is Taxed 


Cleveland—Automobile owners are 


paying for the increased value of land 
they do not own. 


This is the contention of David Gib- 


son, publisher and single taxer, of this 
city, in an article published in the 
Ohio Motorist for February- 


'The minute an automobile goes in- 


to the service of its purchaser," he 
points out, "it adds to the value of ev- 
ery foot of land it might pass through- 
out its entire life, It renders all land 
more available—more accessible. 


In other words, the automobile 


owner is fined (taxed) annually for 
making someone else's property more 
valuable. 


"The state carefully 
fines 
(taxes) 


every automobile that 
conies 
into 


service and exempts the increases in 
the land values that it creates. 


"It fines 
(taxes) the 
automobile 


rner for the value that he creates 


and rewards the recipients of this 
value, the land owner, who had no 
part in its creation. 


The automobile has made more 


profit for the land owners along the 
way of its passage than the automo- 
bile manufacturer, dealer and ovrn- 
or combined. 


"It is a matter of thoughtless con- 


clusion that the automobile uses the 
roads and it should be taxed as a 
matter of construction cost and up- 
keep. 


"But good roads add far more ft 


the land value along their sides than 
the cost of construction, and this last 
was true back in the horse and buggy 
days." 


As an instance. Gibson cites tile 


construction of the Chicago boulevard 
system, whlth cost $16.000,000. but 
which he says added $150000,000 to 
the value of the abutting land.
